LAWS  OF  THE  UHITED  STATES. 

Passed  at  the  First  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Congress. 

[PUBLIC— No.  148.3 
LCbntinu«(f.] 

Sec.  19.  And  be  it  furtktr  enacted.  That  each 
eollector  shall  be  authorized  to  appoint,  by  an 
instrument  of  writing  under  bis  hand,  at  many 
duputies  as  he  may  think  proper,  to  be  by  him 
oomponsated  for  their  services,  and  also  to  re- 
voke any  such  appointment,  giving  such  notice 
thereof  as  the  Commissioner  ef  Internal  Reve- 
nue shall  prescribe ; and  may  require  bends  or 
other  securities,  and  accept  tbe  same  from  such 
deputy  ; and  each  luoh  deputy  shall  have  the 
like  authority,  in  every  respect,  to  eollect  the  du- 
ties and  taxes  levied  er  assessed  within  the  por- 
tion of  tbe  district  assigned  to  him,  which  is  by 
this  aot  vested  in  the  collector  himself;  bat  each 
collector  shall,  in  every  respect,  be  responsible 
both  to  the  United  States  and  to  individuals,  as 
tbe  case  may  be,  for  all  moneys  collected  and 
such,  every  act  done  by  any  of  bis  deputies  whilst 
acting  as  for  and  for  every  omissiem  of  doty. 

Sec  .11.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  any  person,  partaersbip,  firm,  as- 
sociation, or  corporation,  made  liable  to  any  du- 
ty, license,  stamp,  or  tax  imposed  by  law  when 
not  otherwise  provided  for,  on  er  before  the  first 
Monday  of  May  in  each  year,  and  in  ether  oases 
before  the  day  of  levy,  to  make  a list  or  return 
verified  by  oath  er  affirmation,  to  the  assistant 
assessor  of  the  district  where  located,  of  the 
amount  of  annual  income,  the  articles  or  objects 
charged  with  a special  duty  or  tax,  tbe  quality  of 
goods,  wares,  and  merchandise  made  or  sold  and 
charged  with  a specifio  or  ad  valorem  duty  or  tax, 
the  several  rates  and  aggregate  amount,  according 
to  tbe  respective  provisions  of  this  act,  and  ac- 
cording to  the  forms  and  regulations  to  be  pre- 
scribed by  tho  Commissioner  ef  Internal  Revenue, 
under  tbe  direetien  of  the  Sooretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury, for  which  such  person,  partnership,  firm,  as- 
sociation, or  corporation  is  liable  to  be  assessed. 

3eo.  12.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  the 
instructions,  regulations,  and  directions,  as  bere- 
iubefore  mentioned,  shall  be  binding  on  each  as- 
sessor and  his  assistants,  and  oneaohoolleotoraod 
his  deputies,  and  on  all  other  persons  in  tbe  per 
formance  of  the  duties  OBjoined  by  or  under  this 
act;  pursuant  to  which  instructions  tbe  said  as- 
sessor shall,  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  in  each 
year,  and  from  time  to  time  thereafter,  in  accor- 
dance with  this  aot,  direct  and  cause  the  several 
assistant  assessors  to  proceed  through  every  part 
of  their  respective  districts  and  after  and  con- 
cerning all  persons  being  within  tbe  assessment 
districts  where  they  respectively  reside,  owning, 
possessing,  or  having  the  care  or  management  of 
any  property,  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise, 
articles  or  objects  liable  to  pay  any  duty,  stamp, 
ertax,  including  all  persons  liable  to  pay  a li- 
cense or  other*duty  under  tbe  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  to  make  a list  of  the  owners,  and  to  val- 
ue and  enumorate  tbe  said  objects  of  taxation  re- 
spectively by  reference  to  any  list  of  assessment 
or  collection  taken  under  the  laws  of  the  respec- 
tive States,  to  any  other  records  or  documents,  to 
tbe  written  list,  schedule  or  return  required  to  be 
made  out  and  delivered  to  the  assistaut  assessor, 
and  by  all  other  lawful  ways  and  means,  in  tbe 
manner  prescribed  by  this  act,  and  in  conformity 
with  the  regulations  and  instructions  before  men- 
tioned. 

See.  IS.  And  he  it  Jnrther  enacted,  That  if 
any  person  liable  to  pay  any  duty  or  tax,  or, 
owning,  possessing,  or  having  tbe  care  or  man- 
agement of  property,  goods,  wares,  and  mer- 
obandise,  articles  or  objects  liable  to  pay  any  du- 
ty, tax,  or  license,  shall  fail  to  make  and  exhibit 
a list  or  return  required  by  law,  but  shall  consent 
to  disclose  tbe  particulars  of  any  and  all  tbe 
property,  goods,  wares,  aod  merchandise,  articles 
and  objects  liable  to  pay  any  duty  or  tax,  or  any 
business  or  occupation  liable  to  pay  any  license, 
as  aforesaid,  then,  and  in  that  case,  it  shall  be 
tbe  duty  of  tbe  officer  to  make  such  list  or  return, 
which  being  distinotly  read,  consented  to,  and 
signed  and  verified  by  oath  or  affirmation  by  tbe 
person  so  owning,  possessing,  or  having  the  care 
and  management  as  aforesaid,  may  be  received 
as  the  list  of  such  person. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in 
case  any  person  shall  be  absent  from  his  or  her 
residence  or  place  of  business  at  tbe  time  an  as- 
sistant assessor  shall  call  to  receive  tbe  annual 
list  or  return,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  assis- 
tant assessor  to  leave  at  such  place  of  rosidence 
or  business,  with  some  one  of  suitable  age  and 
discretion,  if  such  be  present,  otherwise  to  de- 
posit in  the  nearest  post  office,  a note  or  mem- 
orandum, addressed  to  such  persons,  requiring 
him  or  her  to  present  to  such  assessor  the 
list  or  return  required  by  law  within  ten  days 
from  tho  date  of  such  note  or  memorandum,  ver- 
ified by  oath  er  affirmation.  And  if  any  person, 
on  being  notified  or  required  as  aforesaid,  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  give  such  list  or  return  with- 
in the  time  required  as  aforesaid , or  if  any  person 
shall  not  deliver  a monthly  or  other  list  or  return 
without  notice  at  tbe  time  required  by  law  or  if  any 
person  shall  deliver  or  disclose  to  any  assessor 
or  asaisstant  assessor  any  list,  statement,  or 
return,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  assessor,  is 
false  or  fraudulent,  ox  contains  any  understate- 
ment or  undervaluation,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  assessor  to  summoa  such  person,  bit  agent, 
or  other  person,  having  possession,  oustody,  or 
care  of  books  of  account  containing  entries,  re- 
lating to  tbe  trade  or  business  of  such  person,  or 
any  other  person  as  be  may  deem  proper,  to 
appear  before  such  assessor  and  produce  such 
book,  at  a time  and  place  therein  named,  and  to 
give  testimony  or  answer  interrogatories  under 
oath  or  affirmation  respecting  any  objects  liable 
to  duty  or  tax  as  aforesaid,  or  tbe  lists,  statements, 
or  returns  thereof,  or  any  trade,  businoss  or 
professtan  liable  to  any  tax  or  licenses  as  aforesaid 
Such  summons  may  be  served  by  any  assistant 
assessor  of  tbe  district.  In  case  any  person  so 
summoned  shall  neglect  or  rofuse  to  obey  such 
summons  according  to  its  exigency,  er  to  give 
testimony,  or  to  answer  interrogatories  as  re- 
quired, it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  assessor,  upon 
affidavit  proving  tbe  facts,  to  apply  to  tbe  judge 
of  tbe  district  court,  or  a commissioner  antbor- 
ized  to  perform  tbe  duties  of  such  judge  at 
chambers,  for  an  attachment  against  such  per- 
son as  for  a contempt.  It  shall  be  tbe  duty  of 
such  judge  or  cemmissiouer  tob  ear  such  appli- 
cation, and,  if  satisfactory  proof  be  made,  to 
issue  an  attachment  directed  to  some  proper 
officer  for  the  arrest  of  such  person,  and  upon 
his  being  broughl  before  him  to  proceed  to  a 
hearing  of  tbe  cAo,  and  upon  such  bearing  tbe 
judge  or  commissioner  shall  have  power  te  make 
such  order  as  he  shall  deem  proper  to  enforce 
obedience  to  tbe  requirements  of  tbe  summons 
and  punish  such  person  for  his  default  or  dis- 
obeiience.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessor 
or  assistant  assessor  of  the  district  within  which 
such  person  shall  have  taxable  property  to  en* 
ter  into  and  upon  the  premises,  it  it  be  nece- 
ssary, of  such  person  so  refusing  or  aegleotiog, 
or  reudoring  a false  or  fraudulent  list  orretnrn, 
and  to  make,  according  to  the  best  informatioa 
which  he  can  obtain,  including  that  derived 
from  the  evidence  elicited  by  tbe  examination, 
of  tbe  assessor,  and  on  his  own  view  and  in- 
formation, such  list  or  return,  according  to  the 
form  prescribed,  of  tbe  property,  goods,  wares 
and  merchandise,  and  all  articles  or  objmvts  li- 
able to  duty  or  tax,  owned  or  possessed  or  un- 
der the  care  or  management  of  such  person, 
and  assess  the  duty  thereon,  including  the 
amount,  if  any,  due  for  license  and  Income  ; 
and  in  case  of  the  return  of  a false  er  fraudu 
lent  list  or  valuation,  he  shall  add  one  hundred 
per  centum  to  such  duty  ; and  in  case  of  a re- 
fusal or  neglect,  except  In  oases  of  sickness  or 
absence,  to  make  a list  or  return,  or  to  verify 
tbe  same  as  aforesaid,  ke  shall  add  fifty  per 
centum  to  suoh  duty;  aud  in  case  of  neglect  oo^ 
casioned  by  sickness  or  ebsonoe  as  aforesaid, 
the  assessor  may  allow  such  farther  time  for 
making  and  delivering  such  list  or  return  as  he 
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may  judge  neeessary,  not  exceeding  thirty  days; 
and  tbe  amount  so  added  to  the  duty  shall,  in 
all  cases,  be  collected  by  tbe  collector  at  the 
same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  with  tbe 
duties;  and  the  lists  or  returns  so  mado  and 
subscribed  by  such  assessors  or  assistant  asses- 
sors shall  be  taken  and  reputed  as  good 
and  sufficient  lists  or  returns  for  all  legal  pur- 
poses. 

Sec.  15.  And  he  it  further  enucted,  That  if  any 
person  shall  deliver  or  disclose  to  any  assessor 
or  assistant  assessor  appointed  in  pursuance  of 
law  any  false  or  fraudulent  list,  return  or  ac 
count,  or  statement,  with  intent  to  defeat  or 
evade  the  valuation,  enumeration,  or  assess 
meat  intended  to  be  made,  or  if  any  person  who 
being  duly  summoned  to  appear  to  testify  or  to 
appear  and  produce  such  boukn  as  aforesaid, 
shall  neglect  to  appear  or  to  produce  said  books, 
ho  shall  upon  oonviction  thereof  before  any  cir- 
cuit or  district  court  of  tho  United  States,  be 
fined  IB  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  for  not  exceeding  one 
year,  or  both,  at  tbe  discretion  of  the  court, 
with  cost  of  prosecution. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  when- 
ever there  shall  be  in  any  assessment  district 
any  property  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise, 
article  or  objects,  not  owned  or  possessed  by,  or 
under  tbe  care  or  management  of,  any  person 
within  such  district,  and  liable  to  bo  taxed  as 
aforesaid,  and  no  list  of  which  shall  have  been 
transmitted  to  tbe  assistant  assessor  in  the  man 
ner  provided  by  this  act,  it  shall  be  tbe  duty  of  the 
assistant  assessor  for  such  district  to  enter  into 
and  upon  tbe  premises  where  sneb  property  may 
be  situated,  and  take  such  view  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary,  aud  to  make  lists  of  tbo  same, 
accordiug  to  the  form  proscribed,  which  lists, 
being  suoscribed  by  tbe  said  assessor,  shall  be 
taken  and  reputed  as  good  and  sufficient  lists  of 
such  property,  goodsf  wares  and  merchandise, 
articles  or  objects  as  aforesaid,  for  all  legal  pur- 
poses. 

Sac.  17.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  any 
owner  or  person  having  the  care  or  management 
of  properly,  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise, 
artioles  or  objects,  not  lying  or  being  within  tbe 
assessment  district  in  which  he  resides,  shall  be 
permitted  to  make  out  and  deliver  tbe  lists 
thereof  required  by  this  aot  (provided  the  asses- 
meot  district  in  which  the  said  objects  of  duty  or 
taxation  are  situatcd.ls  therein  distinctly  stated) 
at  the  time  and  in  tbe  manner  prescribed  to 
tbe  assistai4  assessor  of  tbo  assessment  district 
wherein  such  person  resides.  Aud  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  assistant  assessor  who  receives 
any  suoh  list  to  transmit  tbe  same  to  tbe  assis- 
taut  assessor  where  such  objects  of  taxation  are 
situate,  who  shall  examine  such  list;  nnd  if  he 
approves  tbe  same,  he  shall  return  it  to  tbe  as- 
sistant assessor  from  whom  bo  received  it,  with 
his  approval  thereof ; and  if  he  fails  to  approve 
tbe  same,  he  shall  make  such  alterations  therein 
and  additions  thereto  as  he  may  deem  to  be  just 
and  proper,  and  shall  then  return  tho  said  list 
to  the  assistant  assesor  from  whom  it  was  receiv- 
ed, who  shall  proceed,  in  making  tbe  assessment 
of  tbe  tax  upon  the  list  by  him  so  received,  in 
all  respeota  as  if  tbe  said  list  bad  boon  made  out 
by  himself. 

Seo.  18.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  lists 
aforesaid  shall,  where  not  otherwise  specially  pro- 
vided for,  betaken  with  reference  to  the  day  fix- 
ed for  that  purpose  by  this  act,  as  aforesaid, 
aod,  where  duties  accrue  at  other  and  different 
times,  tho  lists  shall  be  taken  with  reference  to 
the  time  when  said  duties  become  due,  and  shall 
be  denominated  annual,  monthly,  and  special 
lists.  And  tbe  assistant  assessors,  respectively, 
after  collecting  the  said  lists,  shall  proceed  to 
arrange  the  same,  and  to  make  two  general  lists 
— tbe  first  of  which  shall  exhibit,  in  alphabeti- 
cal order,  tbe  names  of  all  persons,  firms,  com- 
panies, or  corporations  liable  to  pay  any  duty, 
tax,  or  license  under  this  act,  residiiTg  within 
tho  assessment  district,  together  with  tbe  value 
aud  assessment  or  enumeration;  us  tho  oaso  may 
require,  of  the  objects  liable  to  duty  or  taxation 
within  such  districts  for  which  each  such  person 
is  liable,  or  for  which  any  firm, company,  oroor- 
poratien  is  liable,  with  tbe  amount  ot  duty  or 
tax  payable  thereon  ; and  .tho  second  list  shall 
exhibit,  in  alphabetical  order,  the  names  of  all 
persons  residing  out  of  tbe  collection  district, 
who  own  property  within  tbe  district,  together 
with  tbo  value  and  assessment  or  cuumeration 
thereof,  as  tbe  case  may  be,  with  the  amount  of 
duty  or  tax  payable  thereon  as  aforesaid.  The 
forms  of  tbe  said  general  list  shall  be  devised  and 
prescribed  by  tbe  assessor,  under  tbe  direction  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  and  lists 
taken  according  to  such  forms  shall  be  made  out 
by  the  assistant  assessors  and  delivered  to  the 
assessor  within  thirty  days  after  tbe  day  fixed 
by  this  act  as  aforesaid,  requiring  lists  from  in- 
dividuals; or  where  duties,  licenses,  or  taxes  ac- 
crue at  other  and  different  times^  the  lists  shall 
be  delivered  from  time  to  time  as  they  become  due. 

Sec.  19.  And  be  it  jurtherenacted.  That  tbe  as- 
sessors for  each  collection  shall,  by  advertise- 
ment in  some  public  newspaper  publishd  in  each 
county  within  said  district,  it  any  such  there 
be,  if  not,  then  in  some  newspaper  in  the  col- 
lection district  nearest  thereto,  and  by  notifica 
tioBS  to  be  posted  up  in  at  least  four  public 
places  within  each  assessment  district,  adver- 
tise, by  not  leas  than  ten  days,  notice,  all  por- 
•oni  concerned,  of  tbe  time  and  place  within  said 
county  when  and  where  appeals  will  bo  received 
and  determined  relative  to  any  erroneous  or  ex- 
cessive valuations,  assessments,  or  enumerations 
by  the  assessor  or  assistant  assessor  returned  in 
the  annual  list.  And  it  shall  be  tbe  duty  of  the 
assessor  for  each  cellection  district,  at  the  time 
fixed  for  bearing  suoh  appeal,  as  aforesaid,  to 
submit  tbe  proceedings  of  the  assessors  and  as- 
sistant assessors,  and  tbe  annual  lists  taken  and 
returned  as  aforesaid  to  tbe  inspection  of  any 
and  all  persons  who  may  apply  fur  that  purpose. 
And  the  said  assessor  for  each  oollectiun  district 
is  hereby  authorized  at  any  time  to  hear  and  de- 
termine in  a summary  way,  according  to  law  and 
right,  upon  any  and  all  appeals  which  may  be 
exhibited  against  tbe  proceedings  of  the  said  as- 
sessor or  assistant  assessors : Provided,  That  no 
appeal  shall  be  allowed  to  any  party  after  he 
shall  bo*duly  assessed,  and  the  annual  list  con- 
taining tbe  assessment  has  been  transmitted  to 
the  colloetor  of  the  district.  And  all  appeal.s  to 
the  assessor,  as  oforesaid,  shall  he  mado  in  writ- 
ing, and  shall  specify  the  particular  cause,  mat- 
ter, or  thing  respecting  which  a decision  is  re- 
quested, and  shall,  moreover,  state  the  ground  or 
principle  of  error  complained  of.  And  tbo  a.s- 
sessor  shall  have  power  to  re-examine  and  de- 
termine upon  tbe  assessments  and  valuations  and 
reotify  the  same  as  shall  appear  just  and  equita- 
ble; but  no  valuation,  assessment,  or  enumera- 
tion shall  be  increased  without  a previous  notice 
of  at  least  five  days  to  tbe  party  interested  to 
appear  and  object  to  tbe  same,  if  he  judged  prop- 
er, which  notice  shall  be  given  by  a note  in  writ- 
ing to  be  left  at  tbe  dwelling  house,  office,  or 
place  of  business  of  tho  party  by  such  assessor, 
assistant  assessor,  or  other  person,  or  sent  by 
mail  to  tbe  nearest  or  usual  post  office  address  ol 
said  party  : Provided,  further.  That  on  tho  hear- 
ing of  appeals  it  shall  be  lawful  for  tbe  assessor 
to  require  by  summons  tbe  attendance  of  witness- 
es and  tbe  production  of  books  of  account  in  tbo 
same  manner  and  under  the  same  penalties  as 
are  provided  in  cases  of  refusal  or  neglect  to 
furnish  lists  or  returns.  The  bills  for  theatteu- 
dance  and  mileage  of  said  witnesses  shall  be 
taxed  by  the  assessor  and  paid  by  tbe  delinquent 
parties,  or  otherwise  by  tbe  collector  of  tbe  dis- 
trict, on  certificate  of  tbe  assessor,  at  tbe  rates 
usually  allowed  iu  said  district  for  witnesses  in 
court!  of  justice. 

Bee.  20.  And  be  t(  further  enacted,  That  tbe 
•aid  assessors  of  each  collection  district,  respect- 
ively, shall,  immediately  after  the  expiration  of 
the  time  for  hearing  appeals  ooncerning  taxes 
returned  in  the  annual  list,  and  from  time  to 
time  as  duties,  taxes,  or  licenses  become  liable 
te  be  assessed,  make  out  lists  containing  the 
sums  payable  according  to  law  upon  every  object 
ef  duty  or  taxation  for  each  collection  district; 
which  lists  shall  contain  tbo  name  of  e.ach  jierson 
residing  within  tbe  said  district,  or  owning  or 
oaTlng  tbe  care  or  superintendence  of  property 


lying  wiihin  the  said  district  which  is  to  any  tax 
or  duty,  or  engaged  in  any  business  or  pursuit 
reqiuring  a license,  when  such  person  or  persons 
together  tbe  sums  payable  by  each  ; 
and  where  there  is  any  property  within  any  col- 
lection district  liable  to  the  payment  of  the  said 
duty  or  tax,  not  owned  or  occupied  by  or  under 
the  ^perintondenoe of  any  person  resident  there- 
in, there  shall  be  a separate  list  of  such  property, 
specifying  tho  sum  payable,  and  the  names  ef  the 
respective  proprietors,  when  known.  And  the 
assessor  making  out  any  such  separate  list  shall 
transmit  t > the  assessor  of  the  district,  where 
the  person  J liable  to  pay  such  tax  reside,  or  shall 
have  Yboir  principal  place  of  business,  oopies  of 
the  list  property  held  by  persons  so  liable  to 
pay  suoh  lax,  to  the  end  that  the  taxes  assessed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  bo  paid 
within  the  collection  district  where  the  persons 
liable  to  pay  tbe  same  reside,  or  may  have  their 
principal  place  of  business.  And  in  all  other  ca- 
ses the  s:iid  assessor  shall  furnish  to  the  collectors 
of  the  Sivcral  collection  districts,  respectively, 
witbiB  tou  days  after  the  time  of  hearing  appeals 
concerning  taxes  returned  in  the  annual  list,  and 
from  time  40  time  thereafter  as  required,  a oerti» 
ficated  copy  of  such  ,ist  or  lists  for  their  proper 
collection  districts.  And  in  case  it  shall  bo  found 
or  discovored  by  any  assessor  that  the  annual 
list  so  furnished  to  tbe  proper  eollector,  as  afore- 
said, is  imperfect  or  incomplete,  owing  to  the

toudoDCO  of  property  lying  wiihin  said  district 
liable  to  said  tax  or  duty,  or  engaged  in  any  bus- 
iness or  pusuit  requiring  a license,  with  the  sums 
pa/able  by  each,  as  be  shall  discover  to  havebeen 
omitted  as  aforesaid;  and  tbe  same  prooeediugs 
shall  obtain  and  ho  bad  with  respect  to  such  obj  acts 
of  duty  or  taxs  as  aro  by  this  act  required  in  re- 
spect to  objects  of  duty  or  taxes,  and  persons 
liable  to  tax  regularly  entered  and  returned  on 
any  monthly  or  special  list:  Provided,  That  the 
office  or  principal  place  of  business  of  tbe  said 
assessor  shall  be  always  open  when  he  is  not  nec- 
essarily absent  therefrom  during  tbe  business 
hours  of  each  day,  for  tho  hoariog  of  appeals  by 
parties  who  shall  aj^ear  voluntarily  before  him  :

Sec.  be  it  further  enacted,  That  every 

assessor  or  assistaut  assessor  who  shall  enter  upon 
and  perform  tbe  duties  of  his  office  withot  having 
taken  tbo  oath  or  affirmation  prescribed  by  this 
act,  or  who  shall  willfully  neglect  to  perform  any 
of  tbe  duties  prescribed  by  this  act  at  tbe  time 
and  in  tue  manner  herein  designated, %r  who  shall 
knowingly  make  any  false  or  fraudulent  list  or 
valuation  or  assessment,  or  shall  demand  ro  re- 
ceive any  oompensation,  foe,  orrewardother  than 
:boso  provided  for  heroin  for  tbe  performance  of 
any  duty,  or  shall  be  guilty  of  extortion  or  will- 
ful opprc8.sioD  in  office,  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof  in  any  oirouit  or  district  court  of  tho 
United  States  having  jurisdiction  thereof,  bo  sub- 
ject to  a tine  of  not  exceding  one  tbousaud  dol- 
lars, or  to  imprisonment  for  not  exceeding  one 
year,  or  both,  at  tbe  discretion  of  the  court,  and 
•ball  be  dismissed  from  office,  and  shall  be  forev- 
er disqualified  from  holding  any  office  under  the 
Government  of  tbe  United  States.

Where  the  receipts  shall  exceed  six 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  one-tenth  of  one  per 
centum  upon  such  excess;  but  tbe  salary  of  no 
assessor  shall  in  any  case  exceed  tbe  sum  of  four 
thousand  dollars.  And  the  several  assessorssball 
be  allowed  and  paid  tbe  sums  actually  and  neces- 
sarily expended,  with  the  approval  of  the  Com- ! 
missioner  of  Internal  Revenue;  but  no  account 
for  such  rent  shall  be  allowed  or  paid  until  it  shall 
have  been  verified  in  such  manner  as  tbe  Commis- 
sioner sbnil  require,  and  shall  have  been  audited 
and  approved  by  tbe  proper  ofllcers  of  tbe  Treas 
ury  Department,  for  office  rent,  not  exceeding  the 
rate  of  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  And  tbe 
several  assessors  shall  be  paid,  after  tho  account 
thereof. shall  have  been  rendered  to  and  approved 
by  the  proper  officers,  of  the  Treasury,  their  ne- 
cessary and  resonable  charges  for  clerk  hire  ; but 
no  such  account  bhall  be  approved  nnlessit  shall 
state  tbo  name  or  names  of  the  clerk  or  clerks 
employed,  and  the  precise  periods  of  time  for 
which  they  were  resspeclivcly  employed,  and  the 
rate  of  compensation  agreed  upon,  and  shall  be 
accompanied  by  an  affidavit  of  the  assessor  stating 
that  such  service  was  actually  required  by  the  ne- 
cesities  of  bis  office  and  was  actimly  rendered  ; and 
also  by  the  affidavit  of  each  clerk  stating  that  be  has 
rendered  tbo  service  charged  in  such  account  on 
his  behalf,  tbo  compensation  agreed  upon,  and 
that  bo  has  not  paid,  deposited,  or  assigued,  or 
contracted  to  pay,  deposit,  or  assign  any  part  of 
Nuch  compensation  to  the  use  of  any  other  per 
son,  or  in  any  way,  directly  or  indirectly,  paid, 
or  given,  or  contracted  to  pay  or  give  any  reward 
or  compensation  for  bi.s  oflice  or  employment,  or 
the  omoluments  ihereet.  And  tbo  chief  clerk  of 
any  such  asscs.sor  U hereby  authorized  to  admin- 
ister, in  tbe  absence  of  ibe  assessor,  such  oaths 
or  affirmations  as  are  required  by  this  act.  And 
there  shall  be  allowed  nnd  paid  to  each  assistant 
assessor  four  dollars  for  every  day  actually  em- 
ployed in  collecting  lists  and  making  valuations, 
the  number  of  days  necessary  for  that  purpose  to 
be  certified  by  tbe  assessor;  and  three  dollor  for 
every  hundred  persons  assessed  contained  in  the 
tax  list,  ns  completed  and  delivered  by  him  to  the 
a.«ses8or;  and  twenty-five  cents  for  each  permit 
granted  to  anj’  tobacco,  snuff,  or  cigar  manufac- 
turer; and  the  said  assesors  and  assistant  assess 
sore,  respeetivly,  shall  be  paid  after  the  account 
thereof  shall  have  been  rendered  to  and  approved 
by  tho  proper  officer  of  the  Treasury,  their  nec- 
essary and  reason.'ible  chargee  for  stattionory  nnd 
blank  boooks  used  in  the  discharge  of  their  du- 
ties, and  for  postage  actually  paid  on  letters  and 
documents  received  or  sent,  and  relating  exclu- 
sively to  official  business;  Provided,  That  no  such 
account  shall  be  approved  unless  it  shall  state  the 
date  and  the  pariiciilar  item  of  every  such  ex- 
penditure, and  shall  he  verified  by  tho  oath  or 
affirmation  of  such  a.'sossor  or  assistant  assessor; 
aod  tbe  componaation  herein  specified  shall  be  in 
full  for  all  expenses  not  otherwise  particularly 
authorized:  J*rovided,  further,  That  tho  Seoro- 
lary  of  the  Treasury  shall  be  and  ho  is  hereby 
authorized  to  fix  such  additional  rates  of  oompen- 
eatiou  to  be  made  to  assessors  aud  assistaut  as- 
sessors in  oases  where  a collection  district  em- 
braces more  than  a single  Congressional  district, 
and  to  assessors  and  assistant  assessors,  revenue 
agents  and  inspectors,  in  Louisiana,  North  Caro- 
lina, Mississippi,  Tennesse,  Missouri,  California, 
and  Oregon,  and  tbe  Territories,  os  may  appear 
to  him  to  bo  just  and  equitable,  in  coosequeooe 
of  the  greater  cost  of  living  and  traveling  in 
those  States  aud  TorrUories,  ami  as  may,  In  his 
judgment,  be  necessary  to  seouro  the  services  of 
competent  officers:  but  tbe  rates  of  compensation 
thus  allowed  shall  nut  exceed  tne  rates  paid  to 
similar  officers  in  such  States  aud  Territories  re- 
spectively .

Jes.  E.  McDonald,  the  rebel  candidate  for 
Governor  in  Indiana,  writes  as  follows.

As  to  Perkins,  you  will  have  learned  from 
our  mutual  friend  Dowling,  that  we  have 
had  an  interwiev  with  the  Judge,  and  found 
him  enjoying  a lucid  interval,  and  fully 
aware  of  the  hallucination  under  which  he 
lately  has  been  laboring,  but  I don't  see  just 
how  he  can  right  himself.  I think  he  will 
be  permanently  cured  of  his  insanity  in 
time,  but  it  may  take  time.

Dear  Daniel : You  are  soon  to  assume  a 
positions  which  is  fraught  with  uutold  res- 
ponsibility. I regard  the  fate  of  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  lives  of  .freemen,  and  the 
consequent  misery  entailed,  dependent  upon 
the  action  of  the  ensuing  called  session  of 
Congress.

Walker  the  .State  Ageut  for  Indiana, 
writes  from  New  York,  May  11,  1864  : 

Dear  Dodd  : * * ♦ My  opinion  is 

that  public  opinion  has  fixed  on  'I'urpie  as 
the  candidate  for  Congress  in  our  district, 
and  that  it  will  be  difficult  to  change  it. 

If  Grant  should  be  defeated,  as  is  more  than 
probable,  the  energies  of  all  true  men  will 
be  needed  in  the  course  of  a year  to  redeem 
society,  political  and  moral,  from  the  cal- 
dron into  which  it  shall  be  thrown.  I can 
see  worse  results  than  a general  upturning 
of  sociefy,  in  the  establishment,  through  a 
Federal  victory^  of  a military  despotism 
governed  and  shaped  by  fanaticism.  But 
as  the  former  is  more  likely  to  come  than 
the. latter,  it  is  to  that,  and  for  that,  that  we 
should  look  and  prepare.” 

In  the  correspondence  is  a batch  ofletters 
from  N.  B.  Wells,  M.  D.,  of  Lagrange,  Ky., 
who  proves  the  identity  of  the  Democracy 
of  Indiana  and  the  Secessionist  Convention 
dispersed  by  Colonel  Gilbert  at  Frankfort, 
Ky.,  February  18th,  1863,  and  endorsing 
Perkins'  speech  before  the  “Democratic  As- 
sociation” of  Indianapolis,  January  13th, 
1863,  as  “the  most  pointed  and  satisfactory 
history  of  this  abolition  war  I have  seen 
from  any  quarter."  Letters  from  Jesse  D. 
Bright,  and  others,  also  show  the  complete 
unity  between  Dodd  and  the  leaders  of  the 
Democratic  party,  of  which  Samuel  II . 
Buskirk  said  : “We  are  a band  of  brothers. 

We  think  together,  we  act  together,  we  vote 
together.”

President  Lincoln  and  Peace. 

The  National  Intelligencer  notices  our  stric- 
tures upon  the  recent  manifesto,  and  the  gen- 
eral political  temper,  of  Messrs  Wade  and 
Davis — not  to  controvert  them,  but  to  claim 
that  they  apply  with  equal  force  to  the  -Ad- 
ministration in  its  conduct  ol  the  war.  AVe 
denounced  what  we  deem  the  ultra  radical- 
ism and  barbarism  which  have  characterized 
the  notion  of  tlie.se  gentlemen  ever  since  the 
war  began.  The  Intelligencer  says  that  in- 
asmuch “as  they  have  previously  uttered  no 
complaint  against  the  Administion,”  their 
theory  of  the  war  must  be  presumed  to  be 
that  of  the  AdminisUation  itself.  This  is  a 
non  sequiter.  Even  if  the  fact  alleged  were 
true,  the  inference  of  the  Intelligencer  would 
not  follow.  They  may  have  been  restrained 
from  comiJaining  of  the  Adiiiiuistration  at 
an  earlier  day,  by  many  other  motives  than 
a lull  concurrence  in  its  policy.  They  may 
have  expected  or  desired  office  under  it,  and 
therefore  kept  .silent.  They  may  have  lived 
and  labored  in  the  hope  of  inducing  or  forc- 
ing the  President,  sooner  or  later,  to  accept 
their  dictation,  and  therefore  have  forborne 
earlier  denunciation.  Or,  their  sense  of  duty 
and  responsibility  to  the  country — their  de- 
sire to  quell  the  rebellion  and  save  the  Union 
— may  have  restrained  them  from  openly  as 
sailing  the  Governraeut  by  which  alone  that 
vast  and  imperative  work  can  be  accomplish 
ed.  These  motives  might  possibly  have  kept 
them  still — if  they  had  kept. to  themselves 
the  discontent  which  has  at  last  broken  out 
in  the  fierce  and  intemperate  manifesto  with 
which  they  have  lately  delighted  the  breast 
of  every  rebel  and  Copperhead  in  the  land. 

But  as  a matter  of  fact,  of  which  we  think 
the  Intelligencer  cannot  be  unaware,  neither 
of  these  gentlemen  has  for  a long  time  past 
concealed  his  complaints  of  the  President. 
Both  have  more  than  once  expressed  their 
utter  and  complete  discontent  with  the  theo- 
ry on  which  the  Administration  has  conduct 
ed  the  war.  Both  have  urged,  publicly  and 
privately,  upon  the  President  and  upon  Con 
gre.s3,  a policy  of  confiscation,  of  subjugation, 
of  extermination  much  more  sweeping  and 
summary  than  either  has  seen  fit  thus  far  to 
adopt.  The  Intelligencer,  therefore,  finds  no 
warrant  in  the  general  facts  of  the  case,  for 
applying  to  the  Administration  the  censure 
we  have  passed  upon  Messrs.  Wade  and  Da 
vis.  But  it  proceeds  to  say  : 

“The  President  has  recently  made  it  ap 
parent  that,  however  slow  he  may  have 
been  in  taking  position,  he  now,  in  one  re- 
spect at  least,  stands  abreast  with  the  most 
advanced  “radicalism,”  insomuch  that  he 
will  not  even  receive  or  consider  any  proposition 
looking  to  peace  or  Union,  unless  it  be  accom- 
panied wxth^' the  abandonment  of  Slavery."  The 
Times  has  already  intimated  what  it  thinks 
of  this  Presidential  rescript  prescribing  the 
'abandonment  of  Slavery  os  a sine  qua  non  of 
receiving  or  considering  any  propositions  look- 
ing to  a restoration  of  peace  and  union,  es- 
pecially when,  in  the  same  breath,  it  re- 
bukes Messrs.  Wade  and  Davis  as  men  who 
would  rather  concede  ‘the  independence  of 
the  Slave  States  than  consent  to  their  re- 
sumption of  their  place  in  the  Union,  and 
the  renewed  enjoyment  of  their  rights  under 
the  Federal  Constitution.’  'Fhe  President 
has  expressed  no  opinion  upon  this  com- 
parative view  of  the  matter,  but  by  theregui- 
eition  he  includes  among  his  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  peace,  he  makes  it  impossible  for 
the  Southern  States  ‘to  resume  their  place  I'n 
the  Union,'  or  to  enter  on  'the  renewed  enjoy- 
ment of  their  right  under  the  Federal  Constitu- 
tion.' If.  therefore,  there  be  anything  ex 
ceptionable  in  the  policy  of  Messrs  Wade 
and  Davis  under  this  head,  the  remarks  of 
the  Times  are  equally  applicable  to  the  poli- 
cy of  Mr.  Lincoln,  for  so  .far/ortA  the  policy 
of  the  latter  is  identical  with  the  policy  of  the 
former.  If  it  be  a source  of  just  reproach  to 
Messrs.  Wade  and  Davis,  as  the  Times  con- 
siders it,  that  ‘they  have  sustained  the  war 
not  as  a means  of  restoring  the  Union,  but 
to  free  the  slaves,’  what  shall  be  said  of  the 
President's  determination  to  receive  and  consid- 
er no  proposition  embracing  peace  and  the  I'n- 
tegrity  of  the  whole  Union,  unless  it  also  em- 
braces ‘the  abandonment  of  Slavery  7"' 

The  Intelligencer  is  again  proceeding  upon 
au  utterly  false  assumption  President  Lin- 
coln has  never  ‘‘refused  to  receive  or  con' 
sider  any  proposition  looking  to  peace  or 
Union  unless  accompanied  with  the  aband- 
onment of  Slavery.”  He  has  never  “pre- 
scribed’ that  abandonment  as  a ‘‘sine  qua 
non"  of  receiving  or  considering  such  prop- 
ositions. He  has  never  expressed  a "deter- 
minatiou’  to  receive  and  consider  no  propo 
sitions  for  peace  and  Union  '‘unless  it  also 
embraces  the  abandonment  of  Slavery.” 
We  admit  that  he  has  used  language  which 
encourages  and  even  tempts  unscrupulous 
or  unreflecting  opponents  to  bring  this 
charge  against  him  : — but  the  Intelligencer 
is  not  accustomed  either  itself  to  use  words 
loosely,  or  to  give  loose  construction  to 
words  that  are  used,  by  official  persons  in 
important  public  documents.  It  writes  with 
precision  itself,  and  it  is  in  the  habit  of  as- 
suming that  others  ilo  likewise.  'Fhe  In- 
telligencer need  not  be  told  that  no  man  in 
this  country  uses  language  with  greater 
precision  than  President  Lincoln.  He  sac 


irifics*  evsiy  thing  ti.  this.  He  never  seeks 
to  write  graceful  sc.  toncos,  to  use  elegant 
language,  or  to  rouml  sonorous  periods.  He 
writes  always  for  the  simple  purpose  of  say- 
ing precisely  what  he  means  to  say, — that, 
and  nothing  more.  What  he  does  say,  that 
he  means:  what  he  docs  not  say,  he  does 
not  wish  to  be  understood  as  having  cither 
said  or  meant. 

Mr.  Lincoln  did  say  that  he  would  receive 
and  consider  propositions  for  peace,  coming 
with  proper  authority,  if  they  embraced  the 
integrity  of  the  Union  and  the  abandonment 
of  Slavery.  But  he  did  not  say  that  he  would 
not  receive  them  unless  they  embraced  both 
these  conditions.  He  did  wiot  say  that  be 
would  not  receive  them  even  if  they  embra- 
ced neither.  He  was  not  laying  down  an 
ultimatum, — he  was  not  prescribing  condi- 
tions sine  qua  non, — at  all.  He  was  not  call- 
ed upon  to  do  anything  of  the  kind.  He 
was  not  even  asked  on  what  conditions  he 
would  receive  propositions.  No  propositions 
for  peace  were  made  or  proffered  by  anybody 
that  even  professed  to  have  any  authority  in 
the  premises.  He  was  told  that  somebody 
from  Rebeldom  wanted  to  come  to  Washing- 
ton to  talk  to  him  about  peace  Very  well, 
said  he : — if  they  are  ready  to  restore  the 
Union,  and  abandon  Slavery  bring  them 
along.  Does  the  Intelligencer  consider  that 
final  and  conclusive  ? Do  diplomatic  confer- 
ences usually  open  with  an  ultimatum  ? If 
these  quasi  diplomatists  had  any  thought  or 
purpose  of  negotiating, — if  there  was  any 
wish  or  desire  on  their  part  to  treat  for  peace, 
they  would  have  objected  to  the  terms  thus 
put  forth  at  the  outset,  and  asked  for  their 
modification.  Suppose  they  had  replied 
“We  cannot  agree  to  abandon  Slavery — we 
have  no  authority  to  assent  to  that  require- 
ment; we  ask  that  this  be  waived,  and  re 
ferred  to  the  people  after  peace  shall  have 
been  concluded;  but  we  can  and  do  assert  to 
a restoration  of  the  Union,  and  ask  for  a 
peace  conference  on  that  basis ;”  does  the 
Intelligencer  believe  it  would  have  been  re- 
fused ? The  Intelligencer  is  wise  in  diplomat- 
ic history;  does  it  remember  what  Admin- 
istration began  by  pTOc\a\m'\n^‘‘fifty  four  forty 
or  fight,"  and  ended  by  accepting  something 
else  ? 

If  Mr.  Lincoln's  past  history  had  lett  any 
room  for  doubt  as  to  his  position  on  this 
point,  there  might  be  some  excuse  for  the 
Intelligencer  s violent  and  hostile  construct- 
tion  of  this  phrase  in  his  letter.  But  such 
doubt  is  impossible.  From  the  beginning 
to  the  end,  at  every  stage  of  the  war  and  of 
his  .Administration,  the  Fresident-has  taken 
special  pains  to  proclaim  that  the  war  was 
waged  for  the  preservation  of  the  Union,  and 
that,  when  this  object  could  be  attained,  the 
war  would  stop.  “What  I do  about  Slavery 
and  the  colored  race,”  said  he,  in  his  letter 
of  Aug.  ‘22,  1862,  to  Mr.  Greeley,  “I  do  be- 
cause 1 believe  it  helps  to  save  this  Union ; 
and  what  I forbear,  I forbear  becasuse  I do 
not  believe  it  would  help  to  save  the  Union. 
My  paramount  object  is  to  sace  the  Union  and 
not  either  to  save  or  destroy  Slavery.”  In 
his  letter  to  Fernando  Wood,  Dec.  12,  1862, 
Mr.  Lincoln  says  that  when  the  people  of 
the  .Southern  .States  will  “cease  resistance, 
and  reinaugurate,  submit  to  a nd  maintain 
the  National  authority,  the  war  will  cease 
on  the  part  of  the  United  States."  And  in 
his  letter  to  the  Springfield  Convention,  Aug. 
26,  1863,  he  says  : “Whenever  you  shall 
have  conquered  all  resistance  to  the  Union, 
if  I shall  urge  you  to  continue  fighting,  it  will 
be  an  apt  time  then  to  declare  you  will  not 
fight  to  free  negroes  ’ 'Fliese  declarations 
are  explicit,  and  might  be  multiplied. 

They  leave  no  room  for  doubt  a.s  to  the 
object  for  which  the  war  is  waged, — 
nor  as  to  the  conditions  on  which  the  war 
will  cease.  .And  we  submit,  with  all  due 
deference  to  the  National  Intelligencer,  that 
there  is  nothing  in  the  Niagara,  dispatch, 
justly,  strictly  and  fairly  interpreted,  to  war- 
rant tha  averment  that  in  the  President’s 
mind  that  object  or  those  conditions  have 
changed  in  the  slightest  degree. 

The  Opponents  of  the  Governincut. 

We  heartily  concur  and  endorse  these 
sensible  remarks  by  the  Chattanooga  Ga- 
zette ; — 

It  is  fashionable  with  the  Copperheads 
and  the  whole  tribe  composing  the  so  called 
“peace”  faction,  to  insist  in  very  positive, 
patronizing  style,  that  their  opposition  is 
not  against  tbe  Government,  but  the  present 
.Administration.  .Antagonism  to  the  Ad- 
ministration is  perfectly  right  and  proper, 
and  is  a privilege  accorded  to  all.  But  in 
tbe  present  case  it  is  too  apparent  that  it  is 
made  a mere  feint  to  cover  the  most  deadly 
and  malignant  hate  to  the  Government,  and 
all  loyal  and  patriotic  efforts  being  made  to 
sustain  it.  II  the  efforts  and  designs  of  the 
opposition  are  simply  against  the  Adminis- 
tration, it  is  somewhat  singular  they  run  in 
exactly  the  same  channel,  and  are  intended 
to  have  the  same  effect  as  the  more  honora- 
ble warfare  carried  on  by  oiit-and  out  South- 
ern traitors,  ostensibly  and  really  lor  tbe 
subversion  of  the  Government. 

Rebels  are  openly  and  above  board  en- 
deavoring to  destroy,  not  the  Administration, 
but  the  Government.  How  is  it,  that  while 
all  and  every  act  of  those  in  authority  are 
assailed  and  denounced  with  all  the  fervor 
of  malignant  rage,  the  inhuman  and  traitor- 
ous wretches  in  open  rebellion  are  treated 
to  words  of  soothing  remonstrance,  or  re- 
ceive the  gentle,  palliating  commisseration 
due  to  “misguided  and  erring  brethern  ?” 
It  is  quite  consistent  with  honest  opposi- 
tion to  the  administration,  to  be  a loyal 
and  earnest  supporter  of  the  Government. 
But  be  who  persistently  exults  over  and 
magnifies  rebel  siicesses,  while  he  eagerly 
discredits  and  ridicules  those  of  the  Nation- 
al forces — who  use  every  effort  to  encourage 
the  rebels  and  paralyze  the  loyal — can  be 
be  a patriot  ? 

The  dark  and  gloomy  days  will  pass 
away.  The  Union  will  emerge  from  the 
dark  clouds  now  obscuring  her  glory  and 
renown.  The  names  and  memory  of  those 
who  were  nobly  faithful  in  ttie  hour  of 
adversity  and  trial  will  be  cherished  with 
more  than  gratitude.  In  that  not  distant 
day  of  jubilee,  what  should  be  the  feelings 
of  those,  who  receiving  its  benefits,  plotted 
and  earnestly  desired  their  country’s  ruin. 

'Fhe  Democrats  make  constant  com- 
plaint against  the  Administration,  that  its 
course  is  not  conciliatory  enough  to  induce 
the  rebels  to  come  back  to  their  allegiance. 
As  an  admirable  comment  upon  their  own 
consistency,  may  be  cited  their  treatment  ol 
Gen.  Gault,  of  Arkansas,  who  has  been  fol- 
lowed by  them  with  the  greatest  abuse, 
since  he  took  tbe  oath  of  allegiance  to  the 
Government.  An  unpardonable  rebel  is  re. 
ceived  with  more  favor  by  them  than  a 
Union  man,  and  it  may  justly  be  inferred 
that  they  do  not  wish  to  have  rebels  return. 
No  wonder  the  rebels  are  desirioiis  of  the 
success  of  the  Demoeidii.-  party,  for  they 
are  confident  either  that  they  would  not 
receive  a cordial  welcome  back  to  tbe  Union, 
or  that  from  tlieir  professions  the  Democrats 
are  so  tired  of  the  war  that  they  will  let 
them  off  on  any  terms. — Transcript.

tant  matter  to  a select  comnittee  of  four. 
Like  most  of  the  political  doings,  now  a days, 
of  that  class  of  politicians,  their  proceedings 
were  secret,  and  not  the  slightest  intimation 
ever  given,  except  to  Judge  Robbrtsom,  that 
such  an  extraordinary  power  had  been  con 
ferred  by  twenty-three  counties  on  four  indi- 
viduals, who  seem  to  have  been  in  labor 
from  the  25tb  of  May  until  the  9tb  of  July, 
when  they  brought  forth  their  letter  of  that 
date,  to  which  the  Judge  responded  on  the 
I3ih,  by  communicating  to  them,  the  start- 
ling intelligence,  that  he  “never  sought  an 
office,"  and  during  the  fourteen  years,  in 
which  he  had  been  Judge,  be  had  “sacrifi- 
ced inclination,  fortune,  and  personal  inde- 
pendence." This  response  to  some  of  that 
select  committee,  must  have  been  very  ex- 
traordinary news,  inasmuch  as  they  were 
fully  posted  in  regard  to  the  Jundge's  sup- 
posed desire  to  serve  the  public  in  the  last 
Conslitutiosal  Convention,  and  as  a member 
of  the  lower  bouse  of  Congress,  as  well  as 
to  represent  the  State  in  the  United  .States  Sen- 
ate. Be  that  however,  as  it  may,  the  gratify- 
ing fact  is  now  upon  the  record,  that  he  “did 
not  decline  a spontaneous  call,"  and  “without 
his  voluntary  agency  or  expressed  consent," 
has  been  elected  to  the  appellate  bench.  How 
far  the  secret  order  may  have  perfected  com- 
binations and  supplied  the  want  of  public 
notice,  is  not  stated,  nor  is  any  mention 
made,  of  how  many  loyal  ballots  were  de- 
stroyed, by  confederate  guerrillas.  Upon 
these  points  the  admirersof  that  address  did 
not  desire  to  be  informed. 

Judge  Robbbtson  may  be  individually,  as 
pure  and  patriotic  as  he  claims,  but  the 
animus  of  his  address  is  particularly  object- 
ionable, and  the  sentiments  thereof  are  noth- 
ing but  a more  elegantly  expressed  reitera- 
tion of  the  slang  of  Cole.  Wolford,  Jacob, 
and  others,  who,  under  the  guise  of  abusing 
Mr.  Lincoln,  are  giving  aid  and  encourage- 
ment to  the  enemies  of  the  conntry. 

The  Judge  claims  to  have  done  bis  whole 
duty,  because,  as  be  says,  he  has  “striven  in 
essays,  lectures,  and  oral  arguments  to  illus- 
trate the  principles  of  the  Constitution,  vin- 
dicate its  necessary  supremacy,  and  demon 
strate  the  nationality  and  paramount  value 
of  the  constitutional  Union,  and  in  these 
modes,  oftener  than  any  other  citizen,  (in 
a>.  y mode,)  has  endeavored  to  prove  that  se- 
cession and  nuliflcation  are  unconstitution- 
al, and  therefore  void,  and  consequently 
that  an  armed  attempt  to  accomplish  either, 
is  rebellion,  and  if  they  fail,  treason." 

Without  stopping  to  criticise  those  efFortsi 
or  expose  the  heresy  and  injurious  tendency 
of  the  last  sentiment,  we  are  willing  to  con- 
cede, that  he  would  make  as  able  an  argu- 
ment on  those  points  as  any  other  man  in 
Kentucky,  and  doubtless  has  done  so,  and 
yet  what  have  all  his  "essays,  and  lectures, 
oral  arguments,  and  copious  numbers," 
amounted  to,  so  far  as  results  are  conoerced, 
either  as  to  the  State  at  large,  or  bis  own 
immediate  vicinity.  He  may,  in  his  classi- 
cal and  elegant  manner,  have  proven  that 
nullification  and  secession  are  legaly  vtid, 
and  yet  he  knows,  and  so  does  every  body 
else,  that  they  practically  exist,  are  in  full 
fores,  and  if  opposed  with  nothing  else  but 
paper  bullets  of  the  brain,  will  soon 
overthrow  the  Constitution  and  the  Union. 

If  all  that  he  has  ever  said  or  written  was 
burled,  in  one  mighty  eftort,  at  the  very 
smallest  squad  of  armed  or  unarmed  rebels, 
the  effect,  at  best,  would  only  be  ridiculous; 
they  and  their  associates,  imperatively  re- 
quire a coercive  subjugating  power,  and 
nothing  but  thorough  subjugation  will  ever 
accomplish  the  least  particle  of  good.  They 
are  beyond  the  power  of  reason,  and  it  is  but 
a waste  ol  words  to  argue  with  them  or  their 
sympathizers. 

You  intimatle.  Judge,  that  the  rebellions,

The  rebellion  being  thus  without 
excuee,  why  attempt  to  palliate  the  offence 
by  turning  your  batteries  upon  the  anti' 
slavery  sentiments  of  the  country,  and  let 
the  rebels  pass  by  unharmed?  Must  nothing 
more  be  attempted  except  to  declare,  as  you 
have  done  “that  submission  to  the  Constitu- 
tion and  obedience  to  the  laws,  either  vol- 
nntarily  or  compulsory,  would  close  the  re- 
bellion and  reinstate  the  Union  I The  de- 
claration of  this  ‘truism  will  accomplish  no 
more  than  your  essay,  unless  compulsion  is 
useil  upon  tho.se  who  will  voluntarily  sub- 
mit; and  knowing,  as  you  do.

Guerrilla  Movements. 

One  night  last  week  the  guerrillas  went  to 
Bagdad  and  Pleasiireville  and  siok-  some 
horses.  They  “fired  up”  the  engine  of  a 
Snstruction  train  on  the  railroad  and  start- 
ed it  off;  but  both  pumps  being  opened  it  did 
not  run  very  long. 

About  0 o'clock,  Friday  morning,  August 
26,  fifteen  to  twenty  guerrillas,  under  the 
lead  of  David  S.  Martin,  generally  knowu 
as  "Black  Dave  Martin,"  charged  into  Sbel- 
byville,  and  surrounded  the  Court  House,  in 
which  are  kept  the  armsof  the  Town  Guard, 
firing  indiscriminately,  at  whom  or  what  did 
not  appear  to  be  understood.  But  the  firing 
roused  Mr.  Thos  C.  McGrath  and  Mr.  J.  H. 

Masonheimer,  whose  places  of  business  are 
near  the  Court  House,  and  they  at  once 
opened  upon  the  marauders  A very  hot 
fire,  which,  with  the  assembling  of  other 
armed  citizens,  caused  the  guerrillas  to  beat 
a hasty  rereat,  leaving  on  the  ground  three  of 
their  number  mortally  wounded — (one  re- 
port says/eitr) — all  of  whom  died  in  a few 
hours.  -A  negro  whom  the  guerrillas  had 
pressed  to  bold  the  horses  o',  those  who  had 
dismounted,  was  killed  also; — be  belonged 
to  Mr.  James  Hickman,  Six  horses  were 
captured,  and  three  killed.  Five  of  the  die 
mounted  rascals  went  the  Court  House  to 
get  the  arms  of  the  Town  Guard:  but,  on  hear 
ing  the  firing  of  McGrath  and  Masonheim- 
er, beat  a retreat  at  double  quick  nut  the 
backway. 

We  learn  that  Mrs.  Bdbnbtt,  the  respected 
wi  e oLthe  Jailor,  endeavored  to  get  into 
the  Court  House  to  sound  the  alarm  bell,  but 
“Black  Dave"  prevented  her;  when  she 
promptly  told  him  what  she  thought  of  his 
conduct,  with  his  wife  living  in  tlie  town  and 
and  protected  by  Union  people.  As  they  left, 

Martin  swore  he  would  get  reinforcements, 
and  return  and  burn  the  town.  It  was  re- 
ported that  eome  three  miles  from  town  tbe 
rebels  had  a force  of  one  hundred  and  fifty. 

Saturday  noon  they  had  not  yet  returned. 

We  have  been  informed  that  the  three 
rebels  killed,  were  named  Veech,  Smith 
and  Dale.

There  is  no  well  founded  evidence,  that 
tbe  vital  principles  of  the  Constitution 
(which  with  you  means  slavery,)  will  ever 
be  changed  otherwise  than  by  three  fourths 
of  the  States.  The  Platform  upon  which 
Mr.  Lincoln  was  placed  at  Baltimore  very 
distinctly  recognixes,  that  three-fourths  of 
the  States  must  concur  to  efiect  the  ex- 
tinction of  slavery;  and  although  determin- 
if  possible  to  remomve  the  cause  of  the 
rebellion,  yet  they  are  not  in  favor  of  doing 
so  by  any  other  than  constitutional  means. 

You  are  content.  Judge,  to  let  slavery  suf 
fer,  so  far  as  it  may  be  effected  by  a defensive 
war : that  is,  if  the  war  in  being  carried  on  iu 
defence  of  tbe  peculiar  iiistilution,  should 
accidentally  injure  the  “vital  compromises,” 
you  will  consider  it  "a  necessary  ofl'ering  on 
the  altar  of  the  Union  but  you  must  go  a 
few  steps  further,  if  slavery  be  in  tbe  way  of 
a successful  “reinstatement,"  it  must  he  by  a 
proper  amendment  of  the  Constitution,  re- 
moved out  of  the  way. 

The  defensive  war,  contended  for,  by  you. 
Judge,  caonet  possibly  end  otherwise  than 
the  separation  of  the  slave  from  the  free 
States.  Evsry  movement  toward  suppressing 
the  rebellion,  would  be  construed  into  an 
oppressive  aggressioo : and  denounced  as 
‘belligerent  abolitionism."  .Such  denuncia- 
tion may  be  agreeable  to  weak  kneed  Union 
men,  who  are  very  strenuous  for  saving  the 
Union,  providing,  it  can  bo  done  without  in- 
jury to  the  institution  of  slavery. 

This  rebellion  was  commenced  without 
cause,  by  men,  wbo,  desired  to  establish  a 
new  Government,  whose  chief  corner-stone 
should  be  the  one  iudicated  by  .\1ex.snddr  II 
Stephens,  and  to  accomplish  their  purpose, 
nothing  hat  been  too  dishonorable,  corrupt, 
or  mean  for  their  use,  but  thank  God,  the 
end  of  their  evil  days  is  almo.-t  at  hand,  and 
neither  active  co-operation,  misplaced  eym 
pathy,  glittering  rhetoric,  or  false  logic,  can 
much  longer  prevent  its  close. 

If  time  and  space  allowed,  there  are  oilier 
points  in  the  address  wliicli  deserve  attention, 
and  may  hereafter  be  noticed. 


The  Comiag  Presideutinl  Elecciou. 

The  annexed  article  of  the  Baltimore 
Clipper  meets  our  views;  and  we  copy  it, — 
aubetituting  Kentucky  for  Maryland — with

Tbe  time  for  tbe  Presidential  election  is 
rapidly  approaching,  and  we  would  remind 
our  readers  here,  that  everything  indicates 
that  tbe  battle  to  be  fought  in  favor  ol  the 
Union  is  likely  to  be  a hard  one.  The  oppo- 
sition to  war  measures,  am^consequenlly,  to 
those  wbo  support  them,  is  being  marshalled 
under  the  lead  of  every  bad  element  of  the 
ravenous  aud  disappointed  Buchanan  Democ- 
racy, and  anxious  for  aid  to  regain  favor  by 
any  means  however  treacherous  and  disrep- 
utable, there  will  be  found  arrayed  in  their 
ranks  everything  that  savors  of  sympathy 
with  treason,  in  tbe  whole  land. 

Aud  it  will  not  matter,  either,  how  iocon- 
gruous  are  tbe  materials  brought  into  requisi- 
tion to  build  up  a party,  such  as  will  let  Mr. 
Jbffbbsun  Davis  and  his  blood  stained  gang 
out  of  a tight  place.  Already,  we  see  stand 
ing  side  by  side,  those  who  would  discard 
Mr.  Lincoln  because  he  does  not  go  for  the 
war  earnestly  enough,  and  those  who  repro- 
bate all  attempts  to  compel  the  traitors  in 
arms  to  cease  fighting  to  destroy  the  govern 
meut.  There,  too,  are  to  be  found  the  origi- 
nal abolitioniets,  are  while  the  most  radical 
and  fierce  in  their  opposition  to  slavery,  sup- 
ported and  fraternizing  with  the  spoils  South- 
ern Democracy  who  assumed  in  the  olden 
time  to  look  on  them  with  bitter  hate. 

Most  ominous  of  all,  loo,  perhaps,  is  the 
latest  phrase  that  this  contest  assumes.

“Crittenden  Compromise,"  or  tolerate  the 
“Peace  Congress,"  now  actively  maneuver  to 
betray  tbe  nation  into  the  grasp  of  the  vilest 
Copperheadism  ; that  “Peace  party"  which 
has  already  been  the  means  of  crippling  the 
Union  cause  by  every  base  art,  and  thus 
prolonging  the  war. 

The  truth  is,  the  people  ot  Kentucky 
should  at  once  arouse  thenisclre.f,  and  en- 
quire what  are  the  duties  that  devolve  upon 
them  in  the  most  important  crisis  that  has 
occurred  since  the  war  begun.  The  issue  is 
already  made  which  calls  upon  them  aq,ew 
to  take  siile  with  their  country  ; to  newly, 
marshal  their  ranks  lor  the  coming  fight 
aud  to  see  that  no  treachery  under  the  guise 
ot  an  assumed  iudignanl  patriotism,  mis 
leads  them  to  be  duped  and  ruined.  There 
will  be  no  excuse  for  taking  tlie  wrong 
step  in  this  case.  For  three  years,  now,  the 
Administration  lias  been  almost  as  much 
worried , the  Government  been  almost  as 
much  imperilled  by  base  traitors,  disappoint- 
ed political  aspirame  in  the  loyal  States,  ns 
it  has  been  by  those  in  the  other  section, 
who  have  tracked  their  way  with  gore,  in 
i the 


Johnson — means  sverythiug  of  'evi)  thattlis 
most  fertile  imagination  can  suggest.  It 
ineans  a conntry  seured  and  consigned  to 
perpetual  conflict,  or  the  return  to  rule  of 
those  who  in  tlieir  mad  pursuit  of  power, 
have  already  betrayed  it  to  bloodshed  and 
loss,  UDimnilelled  in'the  history  of  nations. 
It  means  iliat  if  the  traitors  ot  the  South, 
in  alliance  with  Northern  traitors,  can  be 
bribed  to  give  up  the  conflict  temporarily, 
that  the  nation  is  to  bo  humbled  before  the 
world;  slavery,  with  all  its  evils,  to  be  re- 
stored and  protected;  the  Confederate  debt 
to  be  borne  by  the  North ; and  the  gallant 
dead  who  now  rest  from  their  sacrifices  and 
labors,  to  be  stigmatized  as  dupes  who  died 
for  naught.

Richmond  would  never  content  iteelf  with 
aught  less  than  the  power  it  at  present  sways 
Trampling  into  the  blood  and  mire  every 
principle  with  which  it  .set  out,  scoffing  now 
at  "State  Rights,"  at  tbe  power  of  any  State 
to  “secede"  or  right  itself  once  committed  to 
the  fearful  partuership  with  tyranny,  we 
even  now  see  nothing  left  to  Staten  like  North 
Carolina,  but  abject  suhinis.sion ; the  central 
despotism  throned  in  blood  at  Richmond, 
scoffing  at  all  remembrance  of  its  pledgee,  er 
its  so  called  “principles.' 

Let  the  people  of  [Kentucky,]  theu,  re- 
member, that  if  they  would  avoid  all  oom< 
plications  with  such  fearful  evils,  now  is  the 
time  to  act  well  their  part  in  the  great  polit- 
ical struggle  close  at  haml.  The  success  of 
the  “Peace  Democracy"  means  either  anarchy 
or  despotism.  Pointing  to  the  first,  we  have

War  News  and  Army  Items. 

August21  — Tbe  following sumdiary  in  the 
Cincinnati  Gazette  gives  all  the  important 
news  received  to-day  : 

There  is  no  ndditiouai  new.s  of  importance 
from  General  Grant's  army.  Our  troops  on 
the  left  were  making  thorough  work  in  des- 
troying the  Weldon  Railroad.  The  rebels 
manifested  no  disposition  to  interfere  with 
them.  The  enemy  seems  to  have  had 
enough  of  fighting  in  that  direction.  Gen- 
eral Warren  is  extending  his  lines  toward 
the  Petersburgh  & Lynchbiirgh  Railroad 
This  road  crosses  the  Uichmond  A Danville 
Road  about  forty  miles  from  Petersburg  and 
the  same  distance  from  Richmond,  at  Burks- 
ville.  It  is  seen,  therefore,  that  the  Dan- 
ville road  is  in  danger,  and  Lee  will  have 
a considerable  job  on  his  hands  to  save  this, 
his  only  remaining  line  of  communication 
with  the  .South.  We  have  information  that 
tbe  campaign  against  Richmond,  so  far  from 
being  ended,  as  Lee  doubtless  calculated 
when  he  sent  Early  to  the  Valley,  is  only 
beginning  fairly.  In  this  connection  we 
may  remark  that  General  Grant  stated 
a tew  days  ago,  to  a member  of  the  Chris- 
tian Commission,  that  the  rebellion  is 
fast  breaking  down,  and  its  main  support 
now  was  the  peace  movement  at  the  North. 
But  for  ibis,  he  believed  it  would  gflfe  way 
inside  of  sii  months  How  it  must  make 
the  heart  of  this  great  soldier  and  patriot 
ache  to  find  so  much  aid  given  the  enemy  in 
front  by  the  peace  sneak  ats  home. 

We  have  advices  from  Gen.  Sheri<lan  up 
to  yesterday  afternoon.  Early  yesterday 
morning  the  rebels  broke  camp  at  Charles 
town,  and  moved  in  the  direction  of  .Sbep- 
ardslown,  on  the  Upper  Potomac.  Our 
cavalry  struck  their  skirmish  line  at  Hall- 
town  early  in  the  day,  and  captured  a 
number  of  prisoners.  Toward  night  heavy 
firing  was  ^eard  in  the  direction  ot 
Sbepardstown.  Gen.  .Iverill  was  engageJ 
in  guarding  the  Potman  fords.  E.arly's 
force  is  estimated  at  40,000.  We  may  not 
state  how  many  .‘Jheridan  has,  but  the  pub- 
lic need  not  feel  uneasy.
